(Symphony No. 9 in D Minor of Ludwig van Beethoven, Pp. 2) 


Der Rosenkavalier begins with eight horns and it is very difficult 
for the eight players "and an error is OK and Strauss was showing 
his father." The poem for "Death and Transfiguration" was written 
by Ritter after the Strauss symphonic poem. "One of the biggest 
and best pedal points in the whole history of music for the kettle 
drum solo is in this work. It comes at the beginning of the "Trans- 
figuration scene" in Death and Transfiguration." "The last three 
notes of Death and Transfiguration are taken directly from 
Beethoven's Sonata Opus 81" and Fritz and I seem to have the same 
need to know sources and the more one knows the better and knowledge 
is the thing you know and art requires initiation. The length 

of Mahler's symphonies is a direct statement of Mahler's desire 

to re-create the world and when they are performed there is no 

room for any other musical work on the program and the entire 

world and that means the physical and aesthetic world as well are 
obliterated and the world is for example Symphony No. 5 and that 

is how it must be if aesthetic appreciation is to take place and 
that is perhaps what it means to appreciate anything aesthetically. 
And it is clear that when aesthetic appreciation takes place that 
all worlds except one are non-existent and that world which exists 
is a re-creation of the world by an artist. "Before you were all 


born I sang in a performance of the Mahler Symphony No. 2 in 
Vienna and Bruno Walter was the conductor" and I can feel that 


sentence and Fritz's statement is giving me the chills so-called 
and Fritz sang under the direction of Walter and Walter was the 
student of Mahler and the energy is transfered, And now it will 
be the "Liebesmahl der Apostel" and "Symphony No. 9 in D Minor" 
and this is all most incredible. Prometheus and when the Festspiel- 
haus was opened in Bayreuth Wagner chose the Symphony No. 9 of 
Beethoven and when the Festspielhaus was re-opened in 1950 the 
Opus 125 of Beethoven was again performed. The Love-Feast of 
the Apostles was written when Wagner was thirty and it was 
written between May 14 and June 16 and that was in 1843 and I 
like knowing the specific days and this work was first presented 
to the world on July 6, 1843 in the Frauenkirche in Dresden and 


Wagner dedicated it to the widow of his old teacher Weinlig.
